OTTAWA, May 15.—A deputation 
representing the Canadian council of 
agriculture appeared before the spe- 
cial commission which is revising 
the railway act, this morning, to urge 
the adoption of the amendments *o 
the act proposed by that body in order 
to help farmers and others secure re- 
n.uneration for loss of stock and 
property caused through the operation 
of railway traine, Two of the pro- 
posed amendments were accepted by 
the committee and others will be con- 
sidered later. One amendment accep'- 
ed provides that it shall be the duty 
of the railways when they run 
through enclosed lands to take effect- 
ive measures to protect the crops ani 
to prevent animals entering upon or 
escaping from enclosed lands. An- 
other amendment adopted gives the 
railways board power to relieve the 
railways temporarily, or otherwise, of 
these conditions in localities where 
such precautions are not necessary.

POTATO SHORTAGE 
IS MAKING ITSELF 
FELT IN GERMANY 


Bureau of Food Control Unable 
To Supply Five Pounds Per 
Week Promised. 


COPENHAGEN, via London, May 
15.—The potato shortage in Germany 
Is making itself felt in spite of the 
assurances at the time the bread ra- 
tion was reduced last month that 
enough potatoes were on hand to per- 
mit a weekly per capita issue of five 
pounds until the next harvest. The 
bureau of food control, by strenuous 
efforts, has beén able to supply a 
five-pound ration in the Berlin and 
West phalia industrial districts, where 
the labor crisis at the time of the 
reduction of the bread ration was 
particularly acute, Bitter complaints 
however, are coming from various 
other sections of the empire, which 
feel that they are being slighted. In 
many sections of Bavaria, according 
to reports to the Reichstag, the po- 
tato ration {s only twenty-four ounces 
weekly,

three years’ penal servitude was 
meted out to an assistant censor of 
cables at the press bureau here the 
other day.

Mr. Crothers’ request that the men 
go to work and place the matter in 
the hands of a royal commission is 
felt to take away any hope of govern- 
ment interference. There seems to he 
nothing left but a struggle between 
the mine workers and operators which 
time alone can “tle, 

The operators are as firmly decided 
they can afford no further concessions 
than the 16 per cent increase as the 
miners are that they can take noth- 
ing less than 20 er cent.p The oper- 
ators say the miners ‘representatives 
agreed to the 15 ner cent agreement, 
ond it would have been accepted only 
for the advent of the Pennsylvania re- 
port telling of the 20 -er cent in- 
crease in those fields. 

Not Justified 

While those increases are justified 
in that district, the local field, they 
claim, is not justified {n making any 
cther increases than agreed on in the 
16 per cent schedule.

GERMANS LOST | 
200,000 MEN IN 
MONTH AND HALF 


With the Vrench Armies in the 
Field, May 14, via London, May 15.— 
Germany lost 200,000 men in killed, 
wounded and captured in the period 
trom April 16 to May 1 on the French 
front alone. The two wee'gs since 
May 1, it is estimated, her additional 
losses have been proportionately 
greater even than this staggering 
mortality. 

The figures on which this estimate 
is based are those of headquarters. 
They are conservative. The totals may 
be much more 

Beiween April 16 and 27 it is known 
the Germans were forced to with- 
diaw 20 divisions (approximately 
300,000 men) from the front, replac- 
ing them with fresh reserves. Since

MORE OPPOSITION 
FOR THE BUDGET 


“Free Wheat” Described As 
Death Bed Repentence— 
Taxing War Profits. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Ont, May 16.-—the 
budget debate was advanced a stage 
in the commons today. The format 
debate Was concluded and the house 
went into committee to consider Sis 
Thomas White's resolution in detail. 
The announcement was made by Hon. 
Frank Oliver that on the second 
reading of these resolutions he pro- 
posed to move as an amendment a 
resolution calling for a downward 
revision of the tariff. This indicates 
that there will be a full debate on 
the tariff generally in committee, as 
a result of which the positions of the 
two political parties witl be clearly de-« 
fined in the event of an election, 

With respect to the budget oppoe 
sition members reepated their crith 
cisms of the proposals of Sir Thomas 
White. The majority of them obe 
jected to the excess business tax on 
the score that it is not wide enough 
in its applieation, but B. W. Nesbitt, 
of North Oxford ,declared that it 
would drive cupital out of Canada, 
There was ® general demand for an 
income tax, while Robert Cruise, of 
Dauphin, wanted a tax on land val- 
ves. HF. B. Carvell criticized the mine 
ister for muking his war loans taxa- 
tion free, He said it had made the 
imposition of an income tax in the 
future practically Impoesible 

Tho Price of News Print 

Sir Thomas White, replying to that 
argument, said he had been advised 
bv the best financtal opinion, both 
in Canada and the United States, that 
the war loans could not be successfully 
floated if they were subjected to an 
income tax, As to Mr. Nesbitt's ar- 
urguinent, he said that the imposition 
ot heavy business profits taxation in 
Bngland had not kept capital out of 
the country. Replying to criticisms 
ot the government in fixing the price 
of news print, the minister stated that 
this had been absolutely necessary in 
the country,, Up to the present time, 
he said, the profits to the manufac 
turers of news print had been excepe 
tionally high. 

At the evening’ session, whes. Sir 
Thomas was arguing that the present 
system of taxatalon was a good one, 
Mr. McCrea of Sherbrooke interposed 
that he would find out what the 
people thought of his tuxation, 

Mr. McCrea is the president of the 
srumpton Paper and Pulp Company. 
Sir Thomas turned on him and sald: 

“ Idon't believe the honorable mem- 
ber is a good spokesinan for the peo- 
ple of Canada. Ie is annoyed at this 
legislation, There is no doubt that 
the industry in which he is interesi- 
ed has been hard hit, but it can stand 
it: unless it has made big profits it 
won't have to pay anything to tho 
government,” 

Would Wipe Out Newsappers 

Sir Thomas defended the action of 
the government on newsprint, He 
tuld of circumstances under which 
regotiations were carried on by the 
representatives of the newspapers and 
the manufacturers of newsprint He 
said it had been shown that if the 
price continued to advance many 
newspapers would be wiped out, and 
as they were quasi-public institutions 
this was not desirable. The manu- 
facturers of newsprint, he said, had 
up to the present time been enjoys 
ing exceptional profits, 

Mr. MeCrea said that profits had 
not been made from the manufactura 
of newsprint but from other branches 
of the industry, such as the manufac- 
ture of sulphite, 

Ife declared that the newspapers 
had used a club on the minister, but 
in the end they would suffer because 
the bullding of the new plants which 
would have saved the slutation hal 
been discourared, 

A Deathhbed Repentance 

W. . Carroll, South Cape Breton, 
continuing the debate of the budget, 
approved of the gevernment’s adop- 
tion of free wheat, but described it as 
a “deathbed repentance.” He alse 
approved of the government's taxa- 
tlon on war profits, but sald that 
they should have gone a little further 
and made the percentage of taxation 
a little higher. 

Neferring to some criticisms of the 
lender of the opposition made by Dr, 
Edwards of Frontenac, Mr, Carrolt 
said that the government had allowed 
Colonel Armand Lavergne to wear the 
king's uniform for four years, notwith- 
standing that he had used disloyal 
language in the Quebec legislature, 
ven at the present time. he said, ha 
is in charge of recruiting in some form 
or other, Colonel Lavergne, he esatd, 
should not be allowed to wear the 
uniform and Dr, Edwards should use 
bis Influence with the government to 
see that he does not do so, He eritie 
cised the government for not fixing 
prices 

F. Glass, East Middlesex, asked Mr. 
Carroll if he would be in favor of the 
government taking power arbitrarily 
to fix the price of the products of 
the farm. 

Mr. Carroll replied that he would 
certainly faver government action, The 
British government had offered to buy 
the wheat crop of Canada at $1.30 per 
bushel, The farmers had refused the 
price, but had offered to sell it at 
an average price of $1.55 per bushel, 
In view of this offer, why should wheat 
be sold at $3.00 per bushel? 

Robert Cruise, of Dauphin, said 
that the budget presented by the min- 
ister of finance was no compliment 
to the people of the country, The 
British chancellor of the exchequer 
had taxed excess war profits in the 
extent of 80 per ce while Sir Tho- 
mas White had been content to taxe a 
paltry $12,000,000 in Canada, It was 
time, he said for the rich men of the 
country to make sacrifices in keeping 
with the sacrifices of the boys in the 
trenches. 

Not a Square Deal

The council of soldiers’ and work- 
men's delegates protests, but is un- 
willing to support active measures 
against these enémies of froe Russia 
and through its bulietins warne army 
commanders against threatening to 
turn the artillery on troops who fra- 
ternize with the enemy. At the same 
time the council expressed its willing- 
ness to compromise with the leaders of 
the Red Guard, providing the mem- 
bers of that body are confined to bona 
fide workingmen. 

Such is the spectacle in Russia to- 
day, In It we see all the elements of 
disunion which ta typical of the Slav 
who precipitated tho fall of the old re- 
publics of Novogorod and Pskov to 
autocratic power. Even to patriotic 
Russians this historical analogy is {m- 
pressive, but the menace now is not 
autocratic, but Hohenzollernisin. 
Hence the growing conviction that a 
dictatorship or disintegration is inevit- 
able. Meanwhile there is little likell- 
hood of a coalition ministry. be ga 
It is practically certain, would jot @n- 
ter such a ministry, while the Soclal- 
ists generally are hoatile to the govern- 
ment’s appeal.

that the time has come for a change 
in the method of raising our revenues,” 
He added that the present method docs 
not constitute a equare deal for the 
common people of this country. 

Mr. Cruise advocated a tax of one 
per cent on iand values which would 
bring a revenue of about eighty mil- 
lions, and an income tax which would 
bring a revenue of about fifty mil- 
lions. Hé considéred that one hundred 
millions more should have been tagen 
from the manufacturers, all of which 
in addition to the sixty millions which 
had been derived from customs would 
have produced two hundred and hine- 
ty millions wherewith to bear the ex- 
pense of the war. 

Referring to the question of mach- 
inery for the western rarmers, he said 
they had to pay from 27 to 40 per cent 
duty on implements, They had to pay 
that much more than the American 
farmer and yet they only got the same 
price for their wheat. 

Some one remarked that the west- 
ern farmers were buying American 
machinery. ‘Oh, yes," replied Mr. 
Crutse, “if you want to be loyal to 
your country, you must buy American 
machinery so that the revenue from 
customs will go into the treasury.” 

The member for Dauphin said he 
felt that the government had risen to 
the occasion in respect to the war in 
everything except getting the men to 
take the places of those {fn the 
trenches. He thought they all should 

et together to secure the half mil 
fon men the prime minister had 
pledged, 

Centralizing Canada's Wealth 

Mr. Cruise said the finance minis- 
ter had stated in Toronto that Can- 
ada would come out of this war in a 
better financial condition than when it 
started. Who would come out of it 
better? he asked. Certainly not the 
men inthe trenches. He declared that 
the government was centralizing the 
wealth of the country in the hands 
of three or four thousand people. He 
calculated that all that had been used 
to finance the war since the beginning 
was $10,712,994 of the revenue of 
Canada, and to say that we were fin- 
ancing the war to a large extent was 
misleading the country. 

Mr. Cruise concluded by saying that 
the farmers of western Canada were 
pleases to have free wheat, but they 
regretted that they did not get free 
oats, free flax and free barley. 

The house then went into commit- 
tee and E. W. Nesbitt, of North Ox- 
ford proceeded to condemn the excess 
business profits tax, He declared that 
the reason why the minister of finance 
had created the tax in this way was 
because it touched the least number of 
people and he found it convenient to 
do so. Mr, Nesbitt declared that it 
would injnare the prospects of securing 
the investment of capital for business 
in this country. He described it as 
“unwise taxation” und felt assureed 
that it would destroy big busines in 
the Dominion. 

Making Man Power Available 

Sir Thomas, who followed, said that 
only the other day, F. N. McCrea, of 
Sherbrooke, had launched an attack 
on him for not taking enough out of 
the manufacturers and now Mr. Nes- 
bitt was blaming him for taking too 
much, This was not a time of peace 
and one thing that was necessary more 
than Capital was to win the war. Some 
industries were necessary for this, 
Some contributed indirectly and others 
supported the people during the win- 
ning of the war. “The most necessary 
thing in this country today,” he sald, 
“is to make available the man power 
of the country for the fighting forces, 
the manufacture of munitions and the 
production of food.” 

Mr. Nesbitt, he said, was opposed to 
the taxation of excess profits because 
it would prevent capital coming into

CONDITION IN 
RUSSIA ALARMS 
FRENCH PEOPLE 


Fear That Situation There is Get- 
ting Worse Instead of 
Better 


Paris, May 10.--The resignations of 
the Russian minister of war, M, Guch- 
koff, and General Korniloff, the mill- 
tary commander of Petrograd, have 
caused a painful impression here and 
increased the feeling that tho situation 
in Russia is getting woree instead of 
better, and that more rapidly than 
Was suspected. Even the Socialist 
Humanite, which naturally views all 
doings by the revolutionary element 
with an indulgent eye, declare: “All 
Liberals and Democrats the world 
‘over feel only a too comprehensible 
anxiety at the turn events are taking.’ 

The Royalist Gaulois proclaims the 
hbankryptey of the Russian revolution, 
and Mephen Pichon, in the Petit Jour- 
nal, says: 

“Each day the Petrograd govern- 
ment is led to make fresh concessions, 
to abandon more and more power to 
theorists preaching disorder and dis- 
armament in the face of an invador 
who is ready to pursue with greater 
determination against democratic 
Russia the war which he declined 
against Imperial Russia, 

“We must ask if this race toward 
the abyss is going to stop.” 


DEABLOCK IN. 
GOAL DISPUTE 


President of Miners Turns Down 
Suggestion For Government 
Commission 


Ottawa, May 16—-An absolute dead 
lock in the coal dispute in District 13 
(British Columbia and Alberta), has 
been arrived at. Hon. T, W. Crothers 
suggested the appointment of a royal 
commission to make a final settlement, 
but President Graham of the miners. 
has replied that this will be unsatis- 
factory owing to the time required to 
Ret results. The miners have also, 
through their secretary, laid down the 
conditions which they-demand as a 
basis for any further negotiations. 
These were contained in a wire recely- 
ed today by Mr. Crothers. The de- 
mands include an increase of 30 per 
cent. of all rates, together with an ad- 
justment of inequalities, an eight-hour 
day for all classes of labor, extra for 
double and treble shifts and Sunday 
overtime and holidays. They propose 
that the agreement expire August 31, 
1918, but with a clause to be inserted 
that will enable the miners to re-open 
negotiations if abnormal conditions 
should arise as to the cost of ving. 


GERMANS HAVE _ 
325 SUBMARINES 
NOW IN OPERATION 


Amsterdam, via London, May— 
15-—-The Germans have about 825 
submarines in operation and 
about 80 to 100 have been Jost 
through British nets alone, aeccord- 
ing to the Telegraaf, which prints 
an interview with a member pf 
the crew of the submarine U-h8. 
This is the submarine which sank 
the Duteh grain ships in February. 

The U-58 is commanded by Capt. 
Count von Platau, According to 
the interview the submarine dis- 
charged three or four torpedoes 
against the Dutch ships and then 
zig-zagged between them, sinking 
then: with bombs and shell-fire. 


RUSSIAN FLYING _ 
STATION BOMBED 


Berlin, May 15, via London--The 
admiralty today issued the following 
statement: 

“Russian seaplanes latterly have 
tried on several occasions to hamper 
the activity of our outpost vessels 
north of the Courland coast. There- 
fore the Russian flying station was 
bombarded extensively on Sunday.”

Soldiers and Workmen's Dele. 
gates Deputies Are Warned 
Against German Imperialism 


Petrograd, via London, May J5-+ 
The council of soldiers’ and workmen's 
deputies has issued an appeal to the 
army in whioh it declares that German 
imperialiam is seeking to destroy revo 
lutionary Russia and enslave the Rus- 
Sian people. It appeals to the soldiers 
to defend Russia with all their power 
and declares that a eeparate peace is 
impossible. 

Must Be By General Agreement. 

The appeal says that the only solu+ 
tlon of the war must be general among 
oll nations by common agreement, ft 
asserts that the council !s alming at 
peace by calling for a revolution 
among the workmen and peasants of 
Germany and Austria-Hungary, but 
that peace cannot be achieved unless 
the enemy at the front is checked, 

The manifesto concludes with beg- 
ging the soldiers not to renounce their 
offensive and warns against fraterniz- 
ing with the enemy, which it says, can- 
not end the war, 

Government Proclamation, 

The provisional government has Is- 
sued the following proclamation: 

“The provisional government which 
is fully aware of the danger at present 
facing Russia, considers that in obedl- 
ence to the dictates of coractence tt 
has no right to shift the burden of 
power and is remaining at its post, 

“The provisional covernment Is con- 
fident that the participation by new 
representatives of democracy in the 
responsible task of government will re- 
establish that unity and fulfillment of 
power in which the country will find 
its salvation,” 


STRIKES HINDER 
MAKING OF TANKS 


Minister of Munitions Tells of Ef. 


fecfs of British Engineers 
Strikes 
London, May 15—Dr. Christopher 


Addison ,minister of munitions, inthe 
course of a statement dealing with the 
engineers’ strike, says 

“These strikes are particularly af- 
fecting such things as big guns, tanks 
and airplanes motors. The eupply of 
these have beén gravely affected. 

“A continuation of the offensive in 
June depends upon things that now 
are being finished in the shops. What 
is being done now is that which will 
affect the soldiers in June and July 
and they will not, unless rapid work is 
resumed, be able to go forward with 
that protection from the tanks that 
they should have." 

Dr, Addison dwells further on the 
importance of the tanks, saying that 
they are very popular with the army 
and that the authorities have consid- 
erable difficulty in supplying them. 
The demand for the tanks {ts so great 
that the minister’ recently ordered 
2,000 tons of atee! set apart weekly for 
the building of them/ 


BRITISH STEAMER CORFU SUNK. 

New York, May 18—Destruction of 
the British steamship Corfu on April 
17 by a German submarine, while on 
the way from Philadelphia to Genoa 
with iron, was reported by a British 
steamship just arrived from the Me- 
diterranean, The Corfu, a vessel of 
2,875 tons, was sunk 150 miles west of 
Gibraltar, to which port her crew, ex- 
cept one killed by shell-fire, was 
brought after being rescued.

IN ASSESSMENTS 


Special Assesssnent Committees 
Have Begun Their Work on 
City Rolls 


The annual assessment problem !s 
now in full ewing., but this year it 
seems that the solution now being 
worked out may be likely to satisfy 
the majority of the citizens. 

The general ryje that is being ap- 
plied is to reduce, and the work that 
a8 beén put jn on the 1917 rolls by 
Assessor Walker shows that this rule 
has been pretty vigorously applied. 

On Tuesday morning mennere of 
the special assessment committeé ap- 
pointed by council, and consisting of 
Ald. Bellamy and Martin, started 
checking up the rolls along with As- 
segsor Walker. 

Summing up the assessments as a 
whole, so far ag the committee have 
gone, the reductions vary from 10 per 
cént .to as much as 65 per cent. 

The committee made a start at 101st 
street and Jasper ,and progressed west 
then north, and east, dealing both with 
the inside property and the outer sub- 
divisions and acreage. The rierso. 
judgment naturally has some influence 
in the establishment of assessments of 
the outer property and the acreage, 
but Assessor Walker has started ou his 
work with them before the judgement 
was given, and they have received gen- 
erous treatment this year.

bias, and then, having weighed the 
evidence and arrived at a conclusion, 
to act fearlessly and without shrink- 
ing from criticism? Then truly we 
may become a terror to evil-doers and 
a praige to them that do well.” 

H. W. Crawford Speaks. 

The Liberal administration was crite 
{cized at length by H. H. Crawford, 
who particularly referred to the pro- 
vincial debt and its growth under the 
Sifton government, and he alleged 
that this was in epite of increasing 
revenue and that nearly everything 
possible had been taxed.

fr. and Mrs. J. L. Davidson, West 
Edmonton, received a wire telling of 
the death of their son, Private Jamos 
B. Davidson, who was killed in IMrance 
May Ist in the recent Canadian offens- 
ive near Vimy Ridge. Private Dayid- 
son wag born August 16th, 1499, at 
Rockford, Illinois, and came with his 
parents to Alberta seven years ago, 
While a etudent in the academic de- 
partment of ‘Alberta College North he 
heard the call of King and Country 
and was determined to enlist, Ro 
anxious was he to go that he made 
two attempts to enlist, even going so 
far as to’run away from home. The 
third time he was successful, and al- 
though he was barely sixteen years of 
age succeeded in gaining his parents’ 
consent and enlisted in an Kdmonton 
battalion under Col. G. B. McLeod on 
October Ist, 1915, In the following 
June he received his baptiem of fire 
in the trenches. Recently he was 
transferred to the scout section of 
another battalion and on May ! made 
the sypreme sacrifice. . 

The day the report of his death 
came his mother received a letter 
from her gon describing the taking of 
Vimy Ridge. He wrote as follows: 
“Believe mo mother, it was with some 
feeling to étand # mile deep in what 
an hour before had been Fritz land 
and as far as the eye could see on 
each side watch the boys advancing 
wave on wave, while just ahead, our 
barrage slowly lifting Vl bet old 
Hindenburg and Kaiser Bill gnashed 
their deeth as the reports came over 
the wires.” 

This letter is typical of the life of 
thia young brave soldier. He gloried 
in the soldiers’ life and wanted noth- 
Ing better than to die on the battle- 
field. His wish was granted, A brilll- 
ant career has been cut short but like 
many othors he has crowned himaelf 
with undying glory.

EDITORIAL 


From the enthusiasm they are 
putting into the contest the 
Liberals of Edmonton intend to 
return two supporters of the 
Siftou Government; as an expres- 
sion of approval of the policy of 
opening up the north country by 
railway constructioi, and as a 
practical inducement to the con- 
tinuance of the same. 


June 7th may not be the only 
day in the near future which Op- 
position papers had not selected as 
the date of the Provincial clec- 
tions, But it is one of a very few 
days on which readers of such 
papers have not been told that 
they would be asked to cast. their 
ballots for members of a new 
Legislature. As professed dis- 
pensers of reliable prophecy as to 
the date of the Provincial contest, 
the Southam family seem to have 
scored a hundred per cent. misses, 
If they are no better at forecasting 
the results than they were at fore- 
telling the date there is a lonesome 
time coming for any Oppositon 
candidate who may happen to get 
elected, 


Now, if ever, isthe time when 
the National Service Department 
should be functioning overtime as 
aredistributor of labor—to the 
end. of rounding up idle and mis 
employed men in the cities and 
transferring them to the farms. 
The streets of the cities do not 
afford evidence that the National 
Service Department, or any other 
agency, is making the desirable 
diminution in the army of the un- 
employed by drafting urban idlers 
for service in the ranks of the 
country producers. Still less is 
there sign of any marked process 
of readjustment aimed at taking 
men out of frivolous and unneces- 
sary occupations and setting them 
at the things which must be done 


if the nation is to be saved. There is 


still in Canada a regrettably large 
percentage of able-bodied men 
who are neither drilling nor work- 
ing. That is a conditon the 
National Service system was sup- 
posed to cure. It is time to be 
doing it. 

The Irish question is changing 
character. The Sinn Fein  fac- 
tion have won two bye-elections, 
and the Nationalist representa- 
tives in Parliament claim. that 
control of the situation is passing 
out of their hands into those of the 


extremists. The Sinn Feiners 
are not Home Rulers; they are 
rebels, with a romantic ideal of 


establishing a republie in Ireland. 
If their propaganda is making the 
headway that is claimed, the Irish 
question is shifting from that of 
whether there shall be a parlia- 
ment in Treland to that of whether 
there shall be set up in Ireland an 
independent state born of hostility 
to Great Britain, Grave as this 
change is—especially grave for the 
Sinn Feiners—the obtrusion of the 
issue would resolve the Irish situa- 
tion into a more simple form, and 
one which would call for action 
rather than talk. Its immediate 
effect should be to line up all rea- 
sonable-minded Irishmen against 
the rebels, to avert the horrors of 
a civil war or of repressive mea- 
sures amounting to something 
very like it in effect. In this 
necessity for a united stand to save 
the country from turmoil and 
bloodshed may the Ulsterites and 
the Nationalists find the basis of 
a settlement of their differences on 
which they can unite and to the 
support of which they can call up 
the sane mass of the lrish people.

Regulating Fircs in City 


In connection with the regulations 
regarding setting of fires within the 
city limits about which a question was 
asked a few days ago, Fire Chief 
Henderson sends the Bulletin the fol- 
lowing, Section 21, from Bylaw No. 
517, ‘imiting fire hazard in the City of 
Edmonton: No person shall start or 
cause to be started any fire outside of 
any building, either on the ground or 
within any receptacle for the purpose 
of burning refuse of any kind or de- 
scription, except by written permission 
and under the direction of the Chief of 
the Fire Department, such permission 
to apply only during the day or days 
mentioned in same, and weather con- 
ditions permitting.
